Action Taken After 
Judge Moore Charges 
Globe-Democrat Edi- 
torial ‘Slanderously’ 
Impugned Him. 


The federal grand jury today 
resumed its investigation into 
spending in political campaigns 
after United States District | 
Judge George H. Moore, who di- 


rected the inquiry, said his mo- 
tives and character had _ been | 
“slanderously” impugned by an 
editorial in the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. | 

He referred to a Globe-Dem- | 
ocrat editorial July 30, which 
said the grand jury inquiry ap-| 
peared to be “a deliberate at-— 
tempt” by Judge Moore to em- 
barrass United States Senator , 
Stuart Symington on the eve 
of the national Democratic con- | 
vention. The editorial said that | 
Judge Moore's “personal animus | 
against Senator Symington is | 
well known.” 

Judge Moore told the jury. 
today in a supplementary charge 
that he cannot see how “any | 
reasonable person” would con- | 
strue the editorial “as other 
than a direct attack on the 
method of administration of 
justice in this district, and an 
attempt by. the use of the me- 
dium of the press to influence 
in at least one respect this 
jury's and possibly future grand 
juries’ actions.’ 


‘Slander on This Court.’ 


Continuing, the judge stated: | 
“Although the slander on this | 
court is most obvious and seri- 
ous, other than selling justice 
itself, I persanally know of no 
more serious charge that can 
be leveled against.a judge than 
using the processes of justice 
to serve his owm personal ends. 

“I want to make it perfectly 
clear to you that except for the 
possible effect of those remarks 
upon your attitude I should feel 
it unnecessary to speak out 
today. 

“This court can take care of 
itself, and I am perfectly con- 
tent to set my character and 
reputation against—as the poet 
said—‘the words some copper- 
head who owned a paper or- 
dered one Friday from the hired 
men. 

The judge said he has a right 
and duty to speak out “when, 
under the cloak of the immuni- | 
ty conferred by the freedom | 
given the press, a newspaper | 
slanderously impugns the mo- | 
tives and character of a sworn | 
judge of the courts, thereby | 
inevitably causing a wéakening 
of confidence in him among 
those whom he must direct and 
assist and thus, by influence, 
seeking to indicate that news- 
paper’s views as to the proper 
course of action.” 

. Praises Press Freedom. 

Judge Moore declared that 
né one has a higher respect 
than he for freedom of the 
press, which he described as a 
paramount principle of liberty 
and justice “enunciated in our 
véry Constitution itself.” 

Tie also asserted that he was 
fully aware that “no man, of- 
fidal, branch of the Government 
or. institution” can or should 
claim ‘ ‘any immunity from the 
reach of the searching eye of 
thése representatives of the 
pedple—our newspapers.” 

furthermore, Judge Moore 
stated: “I know and indorse 
the principle in particular that 
courts and judges may not, as 
has been all too frequently at- 
teinpted even in the history of 
the English speaking peoples, 
olitain immunity from fair com- | 
ment and even censure under 
the guise of the exigencies of 
the administration of justice.” 

Gives Views on Editorial. 

The judge then set out his 
vigws that the Globe-Democrat 

“under the cloak of immunity 
conferred by this freedom given 


thé press” had “slanderously 
infjpugned” his motives and 
character. 

He said the newspaper, by 


its editorial, assumed that “the 
principal concern of this and 
fofmer grand juries in their in- 
vestigations into corruption and 
abuse of our election laws was 
and is because of this court's 
‘personal animus’ and desire to 
‘embarrass’ one man—namely, 
thé junior United States Sen- 
atér from Missouri.”

Nashville Mayor Tells Tran- 
sit Convention of Results 
in His City. 


Bus transportation on three 
major streets in =~ Nashville, 
Tenn., has been 20 per .cent 
faster since the right-hand curb 
lanes were reserved for the ex- 
clusive use of busses at rush 
hours, Mayor Ben West of Nash- 
ville told the American Transit 
Association today. 

In an address at the group's 
annual meeting at Hotel Shera- 
ton-Jefferson, West said the ex- 
periment has proved that the 
reserved-lane system “will work, 
and work efficiently, to the mu- 
tual advantage of all.” 

“If we can raise the average 
speed (of busses) from 11.5 


miles per hour, to 12.8 or 13 
miles per hour,” he said, “we 
| can enable the bus company to 
cut its operating costs by as | 
| much as 10. per cent. | 
| “If operating costs are re- 
i fares may be reduced. 
I know now that bus companies 
| hate fare increases. But when 
costs go up and riders decline, 
there’s usually no other an- 
swer.” 


Service a Necessity. 


Roswell F. Thoma of Buffalo, 
N.Y., president of the associa- 
tion, said that many community

HERE are gray areas in the release of public information 
where no security is involved but where plans or proposals 
are being studied.

The Farm Debate 
This is the week of the National Plowing Con- 
test, which in a presidential year means that it 
is the week when political plowing for the farm 
vote begins in earnest. Both President Lisen- 
hower and Gov. Stevenson are going to Iowa 
for the contest, just as both appeared at Kasson, 
Minn., four years ago, ; 
A foretaste of what to expect in the next few 
weeks was given by Secretary Benson last week 
when he told an audience at Lebanon, Ind., ac- 
cording to the Associated Press, that the aver- 
age net income of farmers from all sources in 
1953-55 was “less than one per cent below the 
average of 1950-52—and without the stimulus 
of war.” 
This is an astonishing statement. We do not 
know whether Mr. Benson just misplaced a deci- 
mal point, or what. But his own department’s 
figures, as set forth in the President’s Economic 
Report, show that farmers’ net income from all 
sources actually averaged 11 per cent less in 
1953-55 than in 1950-52. They show that net in- 
come from agricultural sources only was down 
24 per cent last year from what it was in 1952. 
And the Department of Commerce statistics for 
income of farm proprietors, figured on a some- 
what different basis, show a decline of 22 per 
cent between 1952 and 1955. 
So, in the interests of honest debate, Mr. 
Benson and other Republican orators would be 
well advised to stop pretending that farm in- 
come has not suffered, It has suffered. True, 
the drop is not so disastrous as it is usually pic- 
tured by the Democrats, and certainly not so 
disastrous as that of the '30s. But there is a farm 
problem, of deep concern to the nation at large, 
and nobody gains by trying to pretend otherwise. 

- . . 


What to do about it? Wher you get to that vi- 
tal question, neither party has yet offered a per- 
suasive answer. We think President Eisenhower 
was right to veto the bill for rigid 90 per cent 
price supports, and we regret that Gov. Steven- 
son has accepted the Democratic platform com- 
mitment to that unsound nostrum. When major 
crops are produced in greater abundance than 
can be consumed, it is madness to peg their 
prices indefinitely at an arbitrary level which 
will encourage the continued production of 
surpluses. 
In fairness it must be recognized that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, after doing the right thing for 
the long run with his veto, protected his flank 
for the short run by administratively setting 
price supports at almost 90 per cent of parity, 
and by arranging to shovel out soil bank cash 
before the election. In an election year, neither 
party dares to do what it might do at another 
time. Even the supposedly high-minded Mr. Ben- 
son has playeg the, political game when he 
had to. 
But how and when is farm policy to be lifted 
above the plane of a contest over the level of 
price supports? When and how is it to be based 
on a better principle than that of pegging the 
price of certain crops and then storing the sur- 
plus which the pegged price withholds from 
consumption? 

. . . 
Gov. Stevenson has spoken in general terms, 
as the Democratic platform does, of food stamps 
for increasing food consumption by the needy, 
of bigger school lunch programs, of production 
payments to stifplement farmers’ income. These 
may be useful ideas but they have not yet been 
developed into a coherent program. Many Amer- 
icans will feel..that.eubsidizing consumption 
makes far moré sense than subsidizing surplus 
production, Byt if these new programs are sim- 
ply to be superimposed on the old, if subsidy is 
to be piled on top of subsidy, the question of 
cost becomes acute. 

What neither party has yet presented is a 
well-thought-out plan for a basic reorganization 
of farm policy, which will be effective in support- 
ing farm income, fair in aiding those who 
need aid most, and supportable in cost to the 
taxpayers, 

Since the party platforms failed to offer such 
a program, it is up to the candidates to do so. 
And it would be pleasant if they and all other 
farm policy debaters could agree in advance on 
some basic facts, such as: (1) that the decline 
in farm income is not a Republican invention, 
but got well started under the Democrats; (2) 
that since most of the decline has taken place 
under 90 per cent price supports, merely re- 
storing that support level will not solve the 
problem; (3) that neither party is to blame for 
the migration of population from the farms, this 
being a result of technology and not politics; 
and (4) that no matter which party is in power, 
there will have to be production controls as 
long ag# there are subsidies.

What Should Education Be? 

Since the opening of another school year 
again finds the United States woefully short of 
schools and teachers, it is more important than 
ever that the utmost use be made of the people 
and facilities available for education. And that, 
of course, raises the question of what is essential 
in schooling. 

To help the American people answer this ques- 
tion, the Great Books Foundation is launching a 
nation-wide discussion program to consider the 
“Great Issues in Education.” The program has 
been three years in preparation and already has 
been tested in 27 cities. It calls for the reading 
of diverse opinions on this theme, and their dis- 
cussion by groups of 15 to 20 persons in 10 
weekly meetings. Those interested in joining 
one of these groups should write to the Great 
Books Foundation, -7 South Wabash avenue, 
Chicago 3, I). 

Since lay activities in connection with our

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America’s Colony 


' An overseas military base cannot be very 


strong if the local population is opposed to it. 
That is why ‘Okinawan land problem, dis- 
cussed in Mirror of Public Opinion, is of 


serious importance to the United States. 

Se far no competent reporter has found that 
the Okinawan®# are thoroughif opposed to our 
military bases there, despite “Yankee go home” 
demonstrations by students. But the Okinawans, 
who for 76 years constituted Japan's seventy- 
sixth prefecture; are upset by the manner in 
which they have come under American military 
rule. 

For four years after World War WU, Okinawa 
was a kind of junk pile for the conquerors’ sur- 
plus war material. Then came the Korean crisis, 
and Okinawa was transformed into America’s 
principal base in the Western Pacific. It is a 
plush base for the Americans—a home away 
from home with good housing and fancy officers’ 
clubs and a good golf course. 

But in the process the United States took. 
over one fifth of Okinawa’s agricultural land. 
Since an average of 1270 Okinawans are crowded 
into each square mile, and since this extreme 
overcrowding had led to something close to land 
idolatry among the farmers, Okinawans are 
angry about military use of farm land and angry 
about the rents paid on it. 

As the Mirror article reports, a House subcom- 
mittee led by Congressman Melvin Price of East 
St. Louis studied the land situation and recom- 
mended tripling the rental paid by the United 
States. The Price report has not satisfied most 
Okinawans and has angered many, but it recog- 
nizes the special American responsibility for 
land use on the island. 

The price of conquest is seldom cheap. Oki- 
nawa today is an American military colony cre- 
ated as such for reasons of militarv necessity. For 
an anti-colonial nation such as the United States, 
this presents an unavoidable embarrassment 
which can only be met by understanding and 
generous treatment of the Okinawans. 
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We the People... 


We the People of the United States, in 
Order to form a more perfect Union, estab- 
lish Justice, insure domestic Tranquility, 
provide for the common defense, promote 
the general Welfare, and secure the Bless- 
ings of Liberty to ourselves and our Pos- 
terity, do ordain and establish this Consti- 
tion for the United States of America.

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Another Letter on Disarmament 

Premier Bulganin’s reply to President Eisen- 
hower's letter of Aug. 4 on disarmament leaves 
the position of the Soviet Union and the United 
States just about what it was befote the inter- 
change. 

President Eisenhower had made his “open 
sky” inspection plan a precondition to agree- 
ment, and Premier Bulganin has again rejected 
it. The possibility of its abuse for purposes of 
espionage is too great, he said, for Russia to 
accept it. 

At the same time Bulganin deplored the fail- 
ure of United Nations disarmament talks to bear 
fruit, regretted that the United States had not 
matched the announced reduction in Russian 
armed forces, and rather vaguely suggested fur- 
ther negotiations. 

The plain fact of the matter is that President 
Eisenhower is not to be expected to carry on 
such discussions, directly or indirectly, in the 
midst of a presidential campaign. For all prac- 
tical purposes, the issue is on the shelf until 
the votes have been counted. Yet it is to be 
hoped that this will not contribute to the im- 
pression that such shelving can be a substitute 
for agreement indefinitely. 

The weapons of the modern armory are too 
devastating not to be brought under genuine 
international control. Tits may call for more in- 
ternational confidence than there seems to be 
in the world at the moment; but the risk ought 
to be enough to spur nations to the task, diffi- 
cult as it is.

Despite those “occasional showers” which are too 
occasional, we need rain. But perhaps there is 
some comfort in the fact that it is not as dry as it 
has been in times past, or as it might be, or as 
it is today in the Southwest. 

Wichita, Kan., reports that since 1951 that 
area has suffered a rainfall deficiency of nearly 
60 inches. The deficiency for 1956 is more than 
14 inches, (St. Louis rainfall is only two inches 
below normal for the year.) The South-Central 
Kansas drouth is the worst on record, and in 
Kansas that is saying something. 

It is saying that the area is no longer part of 
the corn belt (corn is not growing), may not be 
a part of the beef belt much longer (herds are 
being sold off) and might even see its wheat 
belt evaporate from the dusty soil. Trees are 
dying by the hundreds. Don Ingle, Sedgwick 
county farm agent, says, “This country is revert- 
ing to a semidesert area.” 

St. Louis hardly knows what dryness is. The 
cycle of drouth is one of the repeated tragedies 
of life on the Great Plains. So far man has been 
able to do little about the cycle but chart it 
from decade to decade,

Will Okinawa become a Cyprus? 

The American stand is to keep Oki- 
nawa as a semipermanent military base 
in her global strategy against Com- 
munism. 

The Okinawans maintain that the 
U.S.-leased area should not be expand- 
ed any further and that compensa- 
tions for the sequestered areas should 
be determined and paid in a fair man- 
ner. 

Okinawa today Is one of the most 
densely populated areas in the world. 

Although more than 100,000 civilians 
were killed during the last months of 
the Pacific War on the island, the 
population has increased since the war 
by, nearly 200,000. 


Natives returning from former Japa- 
nese overseas possessions contributed 
much to the increase. 


Problem of Overpopulation 


Thanks to the United States occupa- 
tion of the islands, public health stand- 
ards have Been measurably raised, thus 
lowering the death rate. 

The employable population of the 
islands increases at the rate of 8000 
per year. 

If Japan’s overpopulation is bad 
enough, Okinawa’s is twice as bad. 

The situation is analogous to putting 
the entire United States population 
into the State of California (disre- 
garding, of course, the fact that a large 
portion of the total area of the Ryu- 
kyus is not arable, unlike that of Cali- 
fornia.) The average Okinawan farmer 
could have only one-third the average 
land-holding of the Japanese farmers. 

At present, of the total leased to the 
United States armed forces, 43.79 per 
cent is agricultural land. 

This area of arable land taken over 
for military use is several times larger 
than the entire agricultural land under 
United States military use in Japan 
proper. 

Okinawans as a whole are not op- 
posed to the United States having mili- 
tary installations on their islands. 


Great Attachment for Land 


Their chief complaint concerns high- 
er rentals. Under the system in effect 
today rent is 6 pe: cent on 110 to 150 
per cent of the value of. the land. 

United States authorities maintained 
this was equitable because 6 per cent 
of registered land value is standard 
* the United States and other coun- 
tries. 


Yet this is radically different from 
the measure used in Japan. 

The rate used here is 80 per cent of 
the annual net profit of the land, that 
is, the value of total yield from the 
plot minus the cost of production. 

On Okinawa the populace is noted 
for great attachment to the land, culti- 
vated for generations. One seldom sells 
his property to buy land elsewhere, be- 
cause very little property is on the 


market. Thus the market value of the 
land is on the average about three 
times its registered value. 

Probably recognizing this fact, the 
Price Report recommends tripling the 
existing land price. 

And in its summary, the report reads: 

Triste 4 i in evaluating agricultural 
lands, predominant consideration should 
be given to agricultural productivity.” 

There is still a considerable gap how- 
ever, between the American offer and 
the Okinawans’ demand to increase the 
present figure by nine times. 

A major point in the Okinawans’ criti- 
cism of the Price Report is the pro- 
posed lump-sum payment for the leased 
land for a period of 16.5 years. 


Japanese Sympathy Is Won 


Their objection is twofold. Firstly, 
they suspect that the long-term payment 
means that the United States wants to 
keep the island base “almost forever.” 
Secondly, they fear the consequences 
of the landowners receiving a total all 
at once. 


The sudden increase of cash in cir- 
culation will conceivably upset the is- 
land’s economy, they say. 

American advice is that the Oki- 
nawans should use the funds for invest- 
ment and purchasing substitute land. 
To this, the Okinawans answer that 
neither land nor industry for invest- 
ment is available on the island. 

If the primary purpose of the four 
delegates from the Ryukyu Government 
was to arouse interest in and sympathy 
for the islanders among the Japanese 
masses, their mission must be said to 
have been highly successful. 


Public sentiment here is universally 
in sympathy with the Okinawans. 

Even in academic circles, such a sel- 
dom-mentioned concept in international 
law as “residual sovereignty” is now 
being discussed. 


‘Wisdom Makes Life Endurable’ 


Views of legal experts, however, are 
not necessarily unanimous as to what 
Japan can do on the basis of the 
“residual sovereignty” she is sup 
posed to have on Okinawa. 

Prof. Kisaburo Yokota of Tokyo Uni- 
versity, for instance, is of the opinion 
that Japan has no “legal” right to take 
any action in the interest of the Oki- 
nawans. 

“The most the government can do 
is to use its good offices from either 
a political or moral standpoint,” he 
says. “But even such measures, if taken 
seriously, would not be completely in- 
effective.” 

There are others who maintain that 
since the Okinawans are still Japanese 
citizens, Japam can -exercise her right 
of diplomatic protection for them. 

The matter no longer seems, however, 
to be one to be settled in terms of legal 
technicalities. There is perhaps more 
psychological than merely economic ele- 
ment involved in it for various reasons. 

As Sakini says before the bamboo 
curtain goes up, “Pain makes man 
think. Thought makes man wise. Wis- 
dom makes life endurable.” 

It behooves those who profess sym- 
pathy for the Okinawans and interest in 
world peace to have that wisdom.

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Between Book Ends 


Victorian Patriarch 
COVENTRY PATMORE, by Edward J. Oliver. (Sheed 
and Ward, 21! pas., $4.) 

To the Victorian English public, Cov- 
entry Patmore was a. man of contra- 
dictions. As a poet he won early recog- 
nition for his “Angel in the House,” a 
long, fluent narrative praising marriage. 
The book sold a quarter of a million 
copies in his lifetime. So great was its 
reception that Browning declared it 
“should be the most popular poem that 
ever was” and Tennyson suggested that 
the women ought to erect a statue to 
Patmore. Yet despite this popularity, 
Gerard Manley Hopkins, one of the 
most obscure Eng- 
lish poets, later ob- 
served that. there 
was “nothing so 
profound” as Pat- 
more’s verse “in the 
poets of this age.” 

Patmore’s friends 
included, besides 
the writers just 
mentioned, Emer- 
son, Carlyle, Rus- 
kin, Rossetti — in 
fact, most of his 
countrymen distin- 
guished in art and 
ore letters. Some of 

them he impressed 
as facile and sentimental, to others he 
was a fierce, intolerant mystic. He was 
variously regarded as bigoted or arti- 
clerical in his religion, stern or mild in 
relations with his seven children, and 
hypocritical or bitterly opposed to hy- 
pocrisy. 

Finally, while extolling lasting faith 
in marriage, he was wed three times in 
succession and spent 15 years with each 
of his wives, two of whom he outlived. 
These marriages made him an easy 
mark for hostile criticism. But they 
also provided lighter moments, as when 
his only child by his third wife, learn- 
ing Patmore had been married three 
times, remarked, “Why, Papa, you're 
half as bad as Henry VIII.” 

Biographer Oliver devotes much of 
this short but well-arranged book to 
describing and tracing the development 
of the poet’s independent and many- 
sided character. He divides Patmore’s 
work into three different styles and 
periods which coincided curiously with 
his three married lives. These periods 
produced his best verse, “The Angel” 
and “The Unknown Eros,” and a col- 
lection of prose aphorisms, “The Rod, 
the Root, and the Flower.” But Pat- 
more’s changing nature is not hard 
to understand when we consider that 
few mer who attain his age (73) stay 
absolutely constant in their actions and 
opinions. 

Toward the end of his life Patmore 
wrote, “Should there be a posterity 
which cares for letters, I dare to hope 
that it will respect me.” Less flam- 
boyant than a Whitman or Victor Hugo 
and eclipsed by many other writers 
during and since his own time, he has 
been unduly neglected for over 50 
years. It is hoped this enlightening 
biography will be soon followed by a 
new edition, at least a considerable se- 
lection, of Patmore’s own writings.

Physical fitness will be deter- 
mined as each is provided. 
Proper balance among the four 
components is important. It 
shouldn't be all work or study, 
because there is more truth 
than fiction in the adage, “all 
work and no play makes Jack 
a dull boy.” 

Study-Work: Success in this 
competitive day and age re- 
quires a great deal of study and 
work. Young people are prepar- 
ing for future careers. This 
means hours of study in mathe- 
matics, English, history and 
other areas. In addition, work 
schedules at home or business 
are part of the daily routine. 
This important part of a bal- 
anced day should not act as a 
road block to physical fitness. 

Some suggestions: 

A regular time for study 
should be provided in the 
schedule. There should bea def- 
inite place to study. Atmosphere 
helps—it should be quiet, neat, 
with adequate lighting, ventila- 
tion and heat.

Recreation: Horace Mann, a 
great educator, once said, “Lost 
yesterday, somewhere between 
sunrise and sunset, two golden 
hours — each studded with 60 

iamond minhtes. No reward is 

fered for they are gone for- 
ever.” Too many people go 
through life losing precious 
hours every day. Boys and girls 
should spend some of their lei- 
sure time in a way that will 
influence their physical fitness. 

Daily recreation will provide 
relaxation and relieve tension 
and strain. Some of the recrea- 
tional activities selected should 
involve active participation in 
activities such as badminton, 
tennis, golf, fishing, hunting, 
dancing or skatig. At least 
one-half hour every day should 
be set aside for this type of ac- 
tive recreation. There will still 
be time left for the more pas- 
sive types, such as television, 
cards, games and movies. 

Rest and Sleep: Sleep is es- 
sential to life’ A person would 
die if he failed to have sleep 
for 10 consecutive days. Al- 
though young persons don’t 
go days without sleep, they do 
cut the corners when it comes 
to sufficient rest. 


The amount of sleep needed 
by each individual varies. If 
a boy or girl wakes up without 
being called six times by Mom 
and is not tired or sleepy dur- 
ing the day, the chances are 
he has had a sufficient quantity 
of this healthful ingredient. 

Some boys and girls are told 
that two hours of sleep before 
midnight are worth four hours 
of sleep after that hour. There 
seems to be no justification for 
such a statement. The impor- 
tant thing is to get the num- 
ber of hours of sleep which is 
required to feel well-rested. 

Our schools should help in 


the physically fit program. 
They should teach our young- 
sters how to live in a Twentieth 
Century atomic-electronic-neu- 
rotic age. The fast, hurry-up, 
tense era in which we live de- 
mands organic well-being. If 
education accepts its responsi- 
bility to prepare for life it can- 
not concentrate only on knowl- 
edge and ignore physical fit- 
ness. 

Yet, our institutions of learn- 
ing from coast to coast are 
failing to meet the challenge. 
Too many schools are run by 
academicians who worship only 
at the shrine of knowledge. As 
long as this exists, programs of 
health, physical education and 
recreation are merely append- 
ages, nonentities, or, at best, a

ERE’S the picture in the 
H United States: The average 

allotment of time for physi- 
cal education is between 80 and 
90 minutes a week. Fewer than 
50 per cent of students in high 
school take physical education 
courses. Less than 5 per cent 
of the elementary schools in 
this country have gymnasiums. 

Varsity sports which serve 
about 3 per cent of the students 
dominate the facilities, teach- 
ers and money allotted in many 
schools at the expense of ac- 
tivities which serve all the stu- 
dent body, including girls and 
unskilled boy players. 

In most cases health instruc- 
tion is taught by unqualified 
teachers, isn’t offered as a 
separate subject where it can 
receive the important emphasis 
it justly deserves, or is en- 
a omitted from the curric- 

um 


Less than one school in every 
10 offers swimming instruction. 
As a result, only 12 per cent 
of America’s 80,000,000 bathers 
know how to swim. 

The schools can be a power- 
ful force for building a phys- 
ically fit youth. They reach 
nearly 40,000,000 children. The 
following program represents 
a minimum emphasis that 
should be followed if this coun- 
try is interested in promoting 
health and well-being. 

1. Sixty minutes of each 
school day for every student 
should be devoted to some phase 
of the health and physical edu- 
cation program. Anything less is 
inadequate. One study has 
shown that at present more than 
one-half of the period is taken 
up with undressing, showering 
and dressing, leaving only about 
20 minutes for classwork. The 
time must be increased if a good 
job is to be done.

HE art of relaxation? It can be learned. This morning 

I talked about it to a man I consider an expert in re- 

laxation—I have seen him in action. He has the well- 
deserved reputation of being one of the finest dentists in 
his city. Although very 
busy—he works from 8:30 
a.m, until 6:30 p.m. daily, 
and most of Sunday—you 
oe never saw such a tireless

knows the secret of relax- 
ation. 

“Tell me how you do 
it?” I asked him. “I be- 
lieve it’s probably as im- 
8 o portant as any information 
DR. PETER STEINCROHN _—‘! can pass on to my read- 
ers in a world where everybody seems to have the jitters. 
How do you keep from getting tense?”

“I GUESS there are a few parts to the formula,” he 
replied. “To my mind, the most important of all is learning 
‘how to be yourself.’ I learned early that you can’t be all 
things to all men. Nothing will make you so tense as trying 
to ‘please everybody! 

“There are some dentists I know—and that goes for 
business men, lawyers, physicians (everybody) who knock 
themselves out trying ‘to be nice.’ They’re worn out before 
the day’s half over. You can’t change your personality 20 
or 30 times a day to ‘fit’ every patient you see in your 
office. It will kill you prematurely. 

“The secret is to just be your natural self. If you're 
the serious type, then be serious! There are enough people 
in the world who'll like you for being like that. And if 
you're naturally happy-go-lucky and grin easily—which type 
I happen to be—then don’t try to put on the mask of seri- 
ousness simply because you think a professional man should 
look serious. And that goes for whatever line of work you 
are in. 

“The next important thing to know, in learning how 
to relax, is how to take short naps. And the third, to 
develop inside hobbies that you can turn to for a few 
minutes every few hours.”

AT PRESENT being a house-guest of the man in ques- 
tion, I have been able to observe his routine. Due to cir- 
cumstances beyond control (taking guests to the airport 
and waiting hours for a late plane before they were off) 
he and I did not reach his home until about 4 o'clock 
one morning. 

“What time do you start in the office today?” I said. 
“IT hope it’s late. Otherwise you won’t have more than 
three or four hours sleep.” 

“I’m booked up from 8 right through to 6 o'clock,” 
was his reply.

“Why should it? I like my work and I'm perfectly 
relaxed while doing it. Besides, I never let myself feel 
rushed. If people can't wait, and get impatient, I can't 
help it. I go along doing my work to the best of my ability. 
I've only got two hands, you know.”

Once I went 
into his laboratory. I could hear him singing while working 
on a patient.

A few hours later he strolled into his living room 
where I sat reading and slid over on the piano stool and 
played and sang for himself.

School Bus Manners

SOMETIMES the bad manners rise, or perhaps fall 
would be the better term, to such levels as to endanger 
the load of passengers and the driver himself.

No driver can control a load of adolescent boys and 
girls. His whole attention should be on the car and the 
road. As-these boys and girls will play roughly when- 
ever a group gathers, as school children always relax noisily 
after schoo! lets out, there should be a responsible person 
on the bus to keep order and see that the children are not 
endangered by their own misbehavior.

UNE 27, twelve-hundred hours: The hour of the feast has 


arrived. In a few seconds we are going to eat a guillemot, 
a black-backed gull, which we trapped by floating a piece 
of cod at the end of a line. Mare, our cook, has prepared it 
with a supplementary ration of potato. It will be the first fresh 
meat since Halifax. Thirteen-thirty: The meal was good, we 


feel much stronger and our limbs no longer tremble. 
lacked was a good glass of wine. Sinead 


June 30: How time passes. 
It is now 37 days that we have 
been between sea and sky. We 
are low in provisions and damp 
and cold. But truth to tell, we 
are not really suffering, for to 
us it represents escape—from 
the miserable routine of every- 


day life and the closed-up feel- 
ing a big city brings on a man. 
Besides, I want to prove that 
you can start from nothing, just 
an idea, and build on it—out of 
your imagination—an achieve- 
ment. 

To travel the Atlantic in a 
sailboat is a fairly routine thing. 
But to traverse it in the most 
primitive fashion is another 
thing. I am not a sailor. I 
know only that there is a Gulf 
stream, and it crosses the At- 
lantic accompanied, in normal 
years, by a fairly constant wind. 
Could a raft take advantage of 
the stream and wind? At night 
I used to lie awake and imagine 
situations and their cures. 


What would happen if the 
wind went against a square sail 
which can only sail with the 
wind? What would be the 
stregses on a raft by the waves? 
I had read enough to know that 
the whole principle of a raft— 
and its failure or success—was 
the displacement of weight. 

If a raft was loaded lightly 
it would not sink deep—and the 
waves would pass under and 
not over it. L’Egare II is such 
a raft. Of this I am sure—just 
as I am sure a Gulf Stream 
awaits us. It is not enough to 
explore the unknown—you must 
be sure of some things. Yet 
it is not enough merely to re- 
peat what someone else has 
done. I want to be the person 
who does it the first time. 

July 2, szero-nine-hundred: 
I take the water temperature 
and to my great surprise it is 
60 degrees Fahrenheit. Impos- 
sible. Again I dip the ther- 
mometer in the water. No mis- 
take. It is really 60 degrees. 
So here we are in the Gulf 
Stream. We can hardly believe 
our eyes, for this is what we 
have waited for since Halifax. 
Holiday on board! Everyone 
comes alive. Even our kittens 
now play hide and seek in the 
cabin, knocking equipment over 
right and left. 

July 5, zero-four-hundred: A 
ship is coming straight for us. 
I hope to God she will give us 
some food. Zero-six-hundred: 
She has just left us—with 
enough supplies for three 
weeks. Flour, fat, rice, beans, 
liver, sausage. She is the Gen- 
eral Callan of the United States 
Navy, bound for New York. She 
came alongside on the weather 
side and an officer called down 
asking if all was well aboard 
and if we needed anything. I 
shouted “food” and promptly a 
rope ladder was let down. Soon 
I was aboard, giving the captain 
letters we had prepared for 
such a moment—my letter to my 
wife Jeannine in Montreal, and 
letters from Mare and Gaston 
to their families in France. The 
captain told us our position— 
46 degrees E.N.N. by 40 degrees 
32 W. I see we have covered 
plenty of distance in the last 
couple of days. 

July 7: Mare tries to make 
some bread with the flour left 
us by the General CaWan. He 
brings it out after 45 minutes. 
It is good—but not thoroughly 
cooked. Marc says if we do not 
like this restaurant we can try 
the one across the street. 

July 9, zero-one-hundred: I 
come on watch. It is raining 
and the wind is blowing very 
strong—about 25 MPH. The oil 
lantern refuses to stay lit for 
long. All we can see are the 
white crests of the waves which 
break over our poor craft. You 
can hear the waves approaching 
like the crescendo of a drum. 
I am having difficulty writing 
the log, and the lantern, which 
is always rolling on the decks, 
gets on my nerves. I am forced 
to hold it between my legs. 
Twenty-two-hundred: I am dead 
with weariness and hardly have 
the will to write a few lines. 
Since this afternoon we have 
been compelled to contro] the 
tiller by hand, instead of lash- 

ing it, for the raft has been 
going in every direction, some- 
times pushed by the wind, 
sometimes caught on the beam 
by the waves, The waves buffet 
our arms. However, we are go0- 
ing forward and that gives us 
the courage to hold up. Our 
course varies by 10 degrees, 
more or less, which is not very 
precise for a _ trans-Atlantic 
vessel.

sprung under his bunk. The 
moment I go outside I realize 
what is happening. The wind 
is streaking across the surface 
of the sea and the sail is still 
up. Mare cannot realize the 
gravity of our position. We 
are in danger of losing every- 
thing. The wind is 40 MPH. 
I call Gaston in a hurry. We 
must lower the sail immedi- 
ately. 


Ten-forty-five: The sail is 
down and folded for’ard. Now 
we must look at those planks. 
I succeed in getting them back 
in position as well as I can—all 
but the last one which refuses 
to go home. The planks have 
warped in the continued hu- 
midity, so that the last one 
is now too wide by half an 
inch. It is tough wood. I shave 
it with a knife and have plenty’ 
of trouble getting it back in 
place, Eighteen-hundred: Now 
the wind is above 50 MPH and 
the waves are very high. We 
begin to fear for our craft, al- 
though it rides the waves ad- 
mirably. 


Twenty-three hundred: There 
is no point in keeping watch 
tonight. Even if we saw a ship 
we could not get out of its way. 
There is only one dry sleeping 
bag. Marc lies in the bunk, 
Gaston on the food crates and 
I on a crate of biscuits beneath 
the bunk. Suddenly I think of 
something Gaston once said, “If 
you have fear of dying, you do 
not go out on a raft.” “Strange, 
now we never talk of fear. We 
all understand it. 

July 11, zero-zero-thirty: I 
am awakened by a terrible 
noise and get up in a shower 
of water. Under the pressure 
of the sea the plank has sprung 
again. Anyway, the cabin is still 
here. The greatest danger is 
that the cabin might be carried 
away. Then we will all perish. 
The shocks are less severe. We 
have slept in exhaustion until 
the storm has died.

ULY 15: Our state of health 
Jis becoming appreciably bet- 

ter. It must be said that we 
are eating enough, thanks to the 
supplies given us by the Ameri- 
can ship. There is also a veri- 
table fish pond under our raft. 
Sometimes the fish are so shy 
that when they see our shadows 
on the water they dart away 
But today we succeeded in 
spearing three of them with a 
.five-pronged “trident” Marc 
made on board—from a slat of 
wood and large fish hooks 
which he straightened. Marc 
had forged the hooks in Hali- 
fax, just as all of us had 
worked there on fashioning a 
half-dozen harpoons. 


July 16, zero-eight-hundred 
hours: Gaston has just stretched 
out when suddenly he leaps up 
and points through the door at 
a school of dolphins playing 
around the raft. We bound out- 
side. It is truly a charming 
sight. A guard of honor is fol- 
lowing us, only 10 yards off. 
We try to harpoon one, but on 
second thought it seems cruel 
to kill those poor beasts who 
show their trust in us by com- 
ing so near L’Egare. So now 
we are content just to watch 
them pass before us, the. way 
a general is content to take the 
salute of his marching army. 

Ten-hundred hours: It is now 
a few days since the big storm 
and I feel tranquil and content. 
Gaston talks about our adven- 
ture and says, “Really the great- 
est adventure of all is marriage.

Gaston is a bache- 
lor. I say, “Our adventure at 
sea may last three or six 
months, but marriage is for 
life.”

EUROPE SHE FOUND PEOPLE DANCING. 


Connecticut College for Women, 
having decided as a co-ed that 
she would dance for a living. 

But teaching, rather than per- 
forming, has been Jeannine’s 
aim, and her classes at Univer- 
sity City High are among the 
most popular in the curriculum 
—among boys as well as girls. 
The first year she was there, 
there were 12 students in the 
class. Now there are 50, and 
by the second semester that 
number probably will be dou- 
bled. 

“The boys, of course, don’t 
take what we call modern or 
contemporary dance, but they 
enjoy folk dances and learning 


the right steps for ballroom 
dancing,” she said. “They even 
make up some of their own 
after we teach them the funda- 
mentals of the waltz and fox 
trot. 

“It seems to me that in Amer- 
ica folk dancing is gaining a 
great deal of popularity, in ad- 
dition to jitterbugging—which 
I don’t, think will ever stop— 
and the rock 'n roll. But where- 
as our country is a melting pot 
of all the various national 
dances, just as our population 
itself is a composite of all the 
peoples of the world, over there, 
each country sticks to its own 
peculiar folk dances. 


“It’s interesting to see the 
differences, too, according to 
the part of the world they live 
in. In the colder climates, for 
instance, such as in Germany 
and Austria, you see more ro- 
bust dances, larger and strong- 
er dance movements, while in 
the southern, warmer countries, 
the dances are more restrained 
and are slower.” 

* . . 
O matter where the young 
terpsichorean tourists went, 
even though they couldn't 
understand the spoken langu- 
age, they could sense the mean- 
ing of the dance. 

“It’s the world’s easiest way 
of communication,” she _ said. 
“We didn’t have to be able to 
understand their words to feel 
the spirit of their dance steps.” 


Their teachers included such 
artists in the dance world as 
Mary Wigman and Hans Zullig 
of @urich; Carrie Hartong of 
Rotterdam, and Rudolph Laban 
of London. Laban, whose 
classes were conducted in his- 
toric old Ashridge House out- 
side London, is still an active 
dancer and instructor although 
he is celebrating his seventy- 
sixth birthday this year. Mary 
Wigman is celebrating her sev- 
entieth birthday. 

But the world of dancing is 
not an easy world to live in, 
Jeannine pointed out. It's 
strenuous and it’s difficult, 
and it takes constant practice 
to keep the muscles in tone. 

“Even before we took our 
first lesson in the morning, 
we would do at least 45 min- 
utes of warm-ups, just like ath- 
letes, so we would be ready for 
the actual dance instruction and 
our muscles wouldn't be stiff,” 
she said. 

“Of course, we crowded in 
a few hours of sight-seeing and 
shopping. Even after dancing 
all day, we weren't too tired 
for that.”

LIBBY IS a woman of quick 
action. Five minutes after she 
left, Henry Andrews, her hus- 
band, telephoned. “I hear you 
have gone in for dendrology,” 
he said in his pleasant New 
England accent. 


“Isn’t it ridiculous? Henry, 
I've never even had a freshman 
course in botany. And I'm 
afraid to face all those women. 
They belong to garden clubs.” 

By a remarkable coincidence, 
Dr. Andrews is dean of the 
School of Botany at Washing- 
ton University. And this morn- 
ing, bright and early, was 
driving me around the campus, 
and stopping to break off 
branches of rare specimens. “It 
helps to have something to 
show when you lecture,” he 
said. 


He stopped first at the Em- 
press of China. “We are a little 
too far north for this tree,” he 
said. “You see, it has already 
set its buds for next spring. 
Often they don’t come through 
a hard winter. Farmington is 
as far north as it should go, 
and they have some beautiful 
ones down there. But last spring 
ours was superb.” 

“Yes,” I said, “I remember. 
It was one mass of lavender.” 

Nearby stood the golden rain 
tree, also from China. It thrives 
in our climate. Its shiny clus- 
ters of seed-pods now are al- 
most as decorative as the cas- 
eades of yellow blossoms it 
shows in the spring. The foli- 
age is finely cut and distinc- 
tive. 


“Do you kfiow who gave the 
sweet gums?” Henry asked sud- 
denly. I did not. He explained 
that these sweet gums are very 
unusual, their bark turning sil- 
very white in the winter. I had 
noticed how lovely they were 
even when stripped of their 
leaves, but had supposed that 
all sweet gums were like that. 

“No,” said Henry. “We are 
trying to find out where they 
came from. Edgar Anderson 
is thinking of writing an article 
about them.”

OUR NEXT STOP was my 
old friend, the evergreen mag- 
nolia in Rebstock garden: Henry 
said he was really proud of 
that tree. Instead of blossoms 
it now bears what look like tiny 
pineapples; in many cases these 
have opened into brilliant red 
fruit. The effect is very hand- 
some. 

Henry spoke with contempt 
of the ailanthus and the catal- 
pas. 
latter. He approves of syca- 
mores and the Canadian hem- 
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lock, one of the most beautiful 
of the eastern evergreens; at 
Gray Summit they grow to be 
40 feet tall. 

“This is one of my favorites,” 
said he, handing me a branch 
with prettily veined, curling 
leaves. “A most encouraging 
sight in early spring, the ear- 
liest thing on “the campus to 
flower—dense clusters of bril- 
liant yellow. It is related to 
the dogwood. Its popular name 
is the cornelian cherry.’ 


__ Next we visited the tulip 
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tree, whose flowers are a green- 
ish yellow. And then he showed 
me the English oak in front of 
Brookings Hall which bears the 
most fascinating acorns on long 
stems, like bunches of satiny 
green cherries.
